He became Governor of Massa­ 
chusetts in 1858, and a Maj >r-General in 
the Army in 1801, but as a General he was 
a lailure.

the lamented General Canby relieved him 
of biscomaiand in May, ISG!, lis t at the 
close of the expedition, he began to decline. 
He was elected to Congress atter the war, 
but never could gain the exalted position 
and popularity he once enjoyed.

Please tell me through your paper who 
was the author of the “Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner ?”

Answer.—Francis Scott Key, a lawyer of 
Frederick, Maryland, wa9 the author of 
the “Star Spangled Banner,” which he 
composed while a prisoner in the British 
fleet during the bombardment of Fort Mc 
Henry. 
The facts relating to the compo 
aition of this song are worth reproducing: 
T h e British, haying captured Washing­ 
ton, returned to their vessels, carrying with 
them Dr. Beanes, a prominent citizen aud 
physician of Upper Marc base. 
Mr. Key, 
with the permission ol the President, pro­ 
ceeded to board the English fleet and 
solic.t his release. 
The British Admiral, 
Cochrand, upon whose flagship the Doctor 
was 
imprisoned, 
being 
about 
to 
make 
an 
attack 
upon 
Bal 
umore, 
detained 
them 
both 
uuti! tho attacks should have taken place. 
On the evening of the bombardment they 
were sent, together with General J. ti 
Skinner, on board the American cartel, 
i'ne Minden, which was anchored in sight 
of Fort McHenry, with a guard of marines, 
to prevent their landing and carrying in­ 
formation to their unsuspecting country­ 
men. From the dick the three mends saw 
the bombardment of Fort McHenry, which 
Soon 
ended. 
While the b un ba rd rn cut 
lasted, the “bombs bursting in the air” was 
evidence that the fort had not surrendered. 
The firing ceased soon after midnight. Ail 
wa9 once more still. 
Having no commun­ 
ication with the shore, the Americans 
were in grave doubt as to the result of the 
fight and the fate of their many friends in 
the city. 
They awaited the dawn with the 
greatest solicitude. 
Then “ou that shore, 
dimly seeu through the mist of the deep,” 
they discerned the flag they had w ashed 
at the twilight’s last gleam still waving 
above tne fort, and the broad stripes a u j 
bright stars,defiantly unfurled to the breeze, 
shone brightly as a beacon of hope to tho 
beating heart* In the bright rays of th 
rising sun. it was upon the deck of the 
Minden, between midnight aad dawn, that 
the song was written whose stanzas ex­ 
pressed the feelings of thousands of ey e­ 
witnesses on shore. 
To their great joy 
they soon learned that the attack upon 
Baltimore had failed, that Ross was killed, 
aud that the British were re-embarking 
the lorces which had fought North Point. 
When the fleet was ready to sail, Mr. Key 
and his trieuds were released, and proceed­ 
ed to Baltimore where, tram the rude sub­ 
stratum jotted down on the back of a let­ 
ter, the song was reduced to its present 
form. and*read to Judge Nicholson, oue of 
the gallant defenders of the fort. tio pleased 
was ne with it that he had it printed by 
samuel Sands, the apprentice of Captain 
Berry Edes, who was then off on detense 
duty, aud copies of it were distributed 
among the citizens. 2. It was first sung in 
a restauiaut next to the old Holiday Street 
Theater, by Charles Durang, to au assem­ 
bly of the patriotic defenders of the city, 
aod after that nightly at the theater.

ANOTHER GREAT DANGER. 
The Democratic party of the N orth—of 
course all the Democrats of the Soutn 
agreed with them —said: 
“ We cannot pay 
this debt, it ,is 
d o use talking. 
It is an 
enormous thing.”

P o iso n o u s G ases and Y oxioas Kfllu 
, v ia M ake it U n inh abitable. 
Washington Special to Baltimore American 
It i? tt remarkable fact that few deatln- 
ever occur at tile White House, from which 
one ought inter that the occupants of that 
historic mansion are rendered proof again^i 
the ailments to which ordinary mortals, so 
to speak, are subject. 
The building, lo its 
chaste simplicity of style aaa color, is si. 
Ualed in what is generally and erroneously 
supposed to be the most delightful part ol 
the Capital, the rear portion of the build­ 
ing facing tbe 6outb. Here tbe Presidential 
family may enjoy tbe comiort ot a commo­ 
dious veranda, which overlooks a scene 
extending many miles down the river, 
made up o! a fine lawn dotted with mound© 
and bordered with ancient trees ; a garden 
prettily laid oui witu its plats and varie­ 
gated flowers; unique fountains with their 
ever gurgling water; the majestic shaft ol 
tbe unfinished Washington monument,and 
beyond ail, the Potomac winding its way 
Lei ween the hills of Maryland and Virginia 
—ad presenting a view that Is picturesque 
and btauiiiul. 
Put enchanting as this 
picture may seem there are spots upon it 
which, wiinout marring tbe scene, make 
the air foul with miasmatic tliluvia that 
con-taLtly arise from the refuse and vege- 
table matter touud putrefying in such 
abundance on the fiats along the river i 
front. 
The noxious gases thus exhaled I 
poison the atmosphere and make the I 
White House not a fit place ot abode in I 
summer, if, indeed, it is fit at any season I 
of the year.

seems to De little or no hope of any per- j 
man jut relief, though if the crops of tears 
shed by those who have from time to time j 
mourned the loss of relatives or friends 
all victims to the Kidwell bottoms and j 
Potomac flats—could be counted in dollars, 
the amount would greatly exceed the most I 
liberal appropriations that Congress could | 
mike for a permanent cure of the evil. 
There have been frequent suggestions in \ 
regard to the building ut a new Presidential j 
residence, but none ot them ever assumed i 
tangible shape. The sentiment in favor of 
a new building ol this kind, however, is 
becoming stronger each year, and, while 1 
it is not probable that any immediate 6tep& ; 
will be taken in this direction, the opinion I 
prevails that sooner or later Congress must ] 
consider the serious question. 
The Executive MausioD, even though it :! 
were situated in a healthy locality, is ill 
adapted to tbe convenience of the Prest- 
dential family, nor is it in keeping with the I 
general progress.

Revolved, That in the application of these 
id e a s , which in our judgment are con9titu- 
loual, reasonable aud just, between the 
Union and the States, we must perform a 
National and sacred duty in declaring to a1! 
whom it may concern, that no citizen of 
Ohio, resident of Hardin Couuty, shall be 
compelled to join the Federal army to con­ 
summate the avowed designs of the ene­ 
mies of State rights even if it be neces­ 
sary to give effect to this decision by force 
<d arms. 
This is the doctrine of the Okolana 
states 
It is 
THE DOCTRINE OF THE BRIGADIERS 
in CbDgress to-day. 
And it is boldly claimed and opeuly pro­ 
mulgated that this great Government ot 
ours is not a nation ; that it is but a con­ 
federacy of states; that the chief allegiance 
of every American citizen is due to his 
state first, to the nation afterwards; aud 
out of that doctrine grew the pernicious 
th- cry, that a man must go wdh bis state. 
Now, my fellow citizens, that doctrine 
must be m et; tor such a doctrine persisted 
in is as certain to lead to another rebellion 
as slavery led to that in 1800-01. 
If you think that the doctrine of seces­ 
sion is dead, you are mistaken.

is money, and hang the m in that sa}8 it is 
not, issue any quantity of it and pay off 
the debt. It you have a war, you don’t 
have to borrow any: just make it; turn 
the machine and make money. I made 
some this afternoon while the speaking 
was going «u. They are going to make it 
in little round dollars lute that which I 
hold—take a little round piece of paper 
about the size of a dollar and stamp it— 
they say a stamp makes money; so they 
put on a stamp, “one dollar." Then you 
can stamp it a hundred dollars, or you can 
stamp it a million dollars. 


THE BEAUTY OF THAT SYSTEM 
is that it takes no more paper to make a 
million dollars than to make one, all that 
it requires is a stamp ; then if a stamp 
makes money, as a matter of convenience 
you can take a piece of paper like that 
and stamp it on both sides. If all there is 
of money is a stamp, you can stamp It one 
dollar on this side and ten dollars on the 
other ; then if you owe a man a dollar. 


side out [laughter]—the simplest thing in 
tho world ; if you owe him eleven dol­ 
lars, give him the whole thing. Vet there

JUST SUCH LOONEYS 
rn the world a9 that ; men who actually 
propose to discharge the national debt and 
run the thing on fiat money—stamped 
pieces of paper. The Republican party 
believes in paper money, but I cannot un­ 
derstand this flat business.

THE ORDER ITSELF IS A COW, 
and nobody but a modern Greenback fiat- 
money man would sit down on a stool and 
attempt to milk the order. [Great laugh­ 
ter]. 
I will Ult you my fellow citizens, there 
is no u^e in talking about getting out of 
the national debt in any way, except to 
pay it; that is the only straightiorward 
way to do. To day the best thing that 
could happeu to the financial interest and 
the business interests, would be for Con­ 
gress to pass a law at its very next session, 
to punish with death any member of 
Congress that would make a speech on 
finance, for the next twenty years.
